Continuation of 13. Other: The delaration submitted along with the response to final rejection has been considered but not found 
persuasive because the declaration does not present any unexpected results . Further, it was previously explained that the combination of 
the teachings of WO and Hsiao provides motivation to add the core matrix material of Hsiao to the composition containing isovaleramide 
and an NSAID (of WO), but not to add the isovaleric compounds of WO to the naproxen containing containing compounds of Hsiao. 
Accordingly, the argument that Hsiao does not allow for the addition of any other active other than naproxen is not persuasive. 
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
